But they 
suggest Peking may be building 
a naval complex to support the 
growing Chinese fleet in the 
South China Sea. 
A base in the Paracels would 
put the Chinese in position to 
project their expanding naval 
forces more effectively in a sea 
area touching South Vietnam, 
the Philippines and Indonesia.

It is worth checking, how­ 
ever, if conservative measures 
such as controlling room tem­ 
perature, night clothes and bed­ 
ding do not alter the problem.

Hu nters p ay mo re than $200 millio n fo r wild­ 
life resto ratio n each y ear. Hu nting license fees 
are the backbo ne o f 5 0 state fish and game de­ 
p artments. An ex cise tax o n hu nting eq u ip ment 
p ro v ides o v er $40 millio n a y ear, earmarked so le­ 
ly fo r wildlife. No o ther gro u p can match these 
co ntribu tio ns. 
As to the mo rality o f killing wild animals, many 
p eo p le 
fail to co mp rehend that these animals 
will die whether they are hu nted o r no t, and in 
nearly all cases they will die a mu ch slo wer 
and p ainfu l death. If animals are o v erp ro tected, 
o v erp o p u latio n resu lts and starv atio n is the in­ 
ev itable resu lt. 
“Sp o rt hu nting is regu lated lo maintain healthy 
balances in wildlife p o p u latio ns,” say s Ev enden. 
“Seaso ns are o p ened o nly when there is a genu ine

fo o d. This regu lated hu nting insu res healthy p o p u ­ 
latio ns o f wildlife fo r the fu tu re while p ro v iding 
recreatio n fo r 17 millio n Americans each y ear.”

If y ou’re a woman — mid­ 
dle-aged and married — feeling 
that life is closing in on y ou, 
take heart. 
Those same statistics also de­ 
scribe one of the hottest new 
employ ment categories, ev en in 
these recession times. Accord­ 
ing to the Department of Labor, 
one of ev ery two women aged 
45 to 54 is either working, or is 
activ ely seeking employ ment. 
And from 55 to 64, more than 
one-third are hard at work right 
now. 


IF YOU STOP TO THINK 
about it, the reasons are all 
q uite obv ious. From the wom­ 
an’s point of v iew, middle age 
can be a real drag. With chil­ 
dren grown — and often gone 
completely — time hangs heav y 
on 
her 
hands. 
There’s 
not 
enough housework to fill the 
day , and social activ ity seems a 
poor substitute for meaningful 
effort. 
The answer: Go back to work. 
From the employ er’s stand­ 
point, the reasons for hiring ma­ 
ture women make sense, too. 
For one thing, they are apt to 
be more stable than their y oung­ 
er sisters. They don’t want to 
q uit in order to get married, 
and once married they seldom 
leav e for reasons of pregnancy . 


EMPLOYERS FIND 
many 
middle-aged women less rest­ 
less and demanding, more will­ 
ing to face the facts that not 
all of life’s work can be glam­ 
orous. Seasoned judgment and 
the acceptance of responsibility 
often becomes more common 
with age. 
So, if y ou’re 
a 
housewife 
whose life now allows room for 
an outside job again, go to it. 
You will hardly be alone. But 
before y ou grab for that first 
pay check, take a realistic look 
at the economics of working un­ 
der y our current conditions. 
If y ou’v e been off the job mar­ 
ket for many y ears, y ou may 
now hav e a minimum of mar­ 
ketable skills. If y ou don’t want 
to be stuck with a menial job, 
better spend a little time and 
money brushing up on ty ping 
and shorthand, for ex ample. 


FACE THE FACT, too, that 
household ex penses will increase 
when mom goes back to work. 
You’ll need more clothes » may ­ 
be a car, money for lunches and 
an occasional dinner out when 
y ou’re just too tired to cook. 
And speaking of cooking, y our 
grocery bill may rise. It’s com­ 
mon for working wiv es to find 
themselv es rely ing more on con­ 
v enience foods and those more 
easily prepared. It’s simpler to 


broil a steak than to concoct a 
casserole or souffle. 
Ev en if y ou don’t go back to 
work just for the money , y ou 
are likely to welcome it when 
it arriv es. Just use a little 
caution in the spending. 
A second income will prob­ 
ably push y our family into a 
higher tax bracket, so be pre­ 
pared. Also, y ou may find that 
y ou need household help to 
keep up with the cleaning now 
that y ou spend y our day s away .

Should the board decide to 
give early review to Hoffa’s 
case, the entire record will be 
considered with the new infor­ 
mation, Reed said.

Fitzsimmons, 
Hoffa’s hand-picked successor, 
said in a news conference Tues­ 
day Hoffa will not run the un­ 
ion from behind the scenes if 
Fitzsimmons is elected to a 
five-year term at the Team­ 
sters convention under way in 
Miami Beach, Fla. 
“ I don’t know the anticipation 
of Hoffa, but if I’m elected, the 
power remains with me,” Fitz­ 
simmons said.

Kean quit the faculty of the 
University of Kansas in 1960 to 
come to Hollywood to try his 
hand at directing. He never did 
get to direct, but it led to his 
writing career. 
Like mostt elevision writers, 
Kean wishes he were writing 
tor something else. “ I just wish 
1 were a novelist,’ he said. “ I 
have a friend who is a success 
ful novelist and I envy him. No 
one messes around with what 
he writes 
“ Here everything is filtered. 
Filtered through the producer 
and directors and actors and 
film editors and sponsors and 
etwork people.” 
Kean said, “ I’m still fasci­ 
nated by the business. In tele­ 
vision you’re writing to order 
and you’re dealing with other 
people’s charactoers 
I think 
my stock in trade is originalty. 
I’ve made a lot of decibels in 
this town because I won’t allow 
my ideas to be watered down 
The thing for me is to make the 
show 
thoroughly 
entertaining 
and still sneak in a little origi­ 
nality. 
“ Writing for television,” he 
said, “ is like being in move 
with a terribly beautiful but m 
possble woman. It’s both capti 
vating and frustrating.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Forty 
senators, declaring millions of 
children may go hungry this 
summer, have urged the Nixon 
administration to release im­ 
mediately millions of dollars 
they say were promised for a 
nationwide 
child-feeding 
pro­ 
gram. 
In a joint letter to George 
Shultz, director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, t,he 
senators complained the De­ 
partment of Agriculture encour­ 
aged localities to expand their 
programs, then said it couldn’t 
support requests for new funds. 
The Agriculture Department 
announced earlier this week 
$18.1 mililon will be available 
for the program this summer, 
an amount the senators said is 
$15 million less than required, 
though they acknowledged it’s 
three times as much as was al­ 
located last year. 
“ We are concerned that mil­ 
lions of children in New York 
and Newark, in San Antonio 
and 
Los 
Angeles, 
in 
Min­ 
neapolis and Indianapolis, and 
in many other cities throughout 
the nation will not be fed this 
summer as promised,” the sen­ 
ators said 
They said expansion of the 
summer feeding program this 
year “ is a direct result of De­ 
partment of Agriculture promo­ 
tion ... 
“ Our cities were urged to ex­ 
pand their efforts and were as­ 
sured 
the 
necessary 
money 
would be forthcoming,” they 
said. 
The 40 senators reminded the 
administration Congress specif­ 
ically authorized the secretary 
of agriculture to spend up to 
$100 milioln on this year’s sum­ 
mer programs, in addition to 
whatever funds might be in­ 
cluded 
in 
the 
department’s 
regular authorization bill. 
The department acknowledg­ 
ed getting requests for $26 fi 
milioln as of June 18, the sena­ 
tors said, but “ a more recent 
survey 
conducted 
by 
the 
League of Cities-U.S. Confer­ 
ence of Mayors revealed that 
summer requests actually total 
$33 million.” 
Sen. 
Clifford Case, R-N.J., 
said in a statement his state al­ 
one needs $1.5 million to feed 
100,000 children this summer 
“ Under the department’s al­ 
location we will receive omv 
$320,000,” Case said. 


France Rej ects 


Cl oser NATO 


Cooperati on 


BRUSSELS (AP) — President 
Georges Pompidou has decided 
against a step that would have 
brought France back closer to 
military integration with the 
United States, West Germany 
and its other North Atlanic al­ 
lies. informed sources report. 
The decision was transmitted 
in a letter from French Am­ 
bassador Francois Tricornot de 
Rose to his colleagues on the 
North Atlantic Council. An in 
formed official said the letter 
stated that France maintains 
its place in the alliance but 
would not join in the NATO In­ 
tegrated Communications Sys­ 
tem, or NICS. The letter was 
received May 2.6 
De Rose’s letter reportedly 
said the French government is 
going to improve its own com­ 
munications system and it will 
remain technically compatible 
with NATO’s. This would make 
it easier for France to join the 
integrated system at some fu­ 
ture time. 


193 Police Face 
Cleveland Layoffs 
CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
The controversial layoffs of 193 
Cleveland policemen are sched­ 
uled to be carried out at mid­ 
night tonight. 
Safety 
- Service Director 
George O’Connor met with po­ 
lice representatives for several 
hours Tuesday in an effort to 
save the 193 police jobs, which 
are being trimmed under the 
city’s austerity program. 
O’Connor said a plan had 
been worked out to return men 
to the force but he declined 
to give details until he gets a 
legal ruling. City officials said 
the plan would not block the 
layoffs. 


TO HOLD CONVENTION 
SPRINGFIELD, Ohio (AP) - 
Frontiers International, a pre­ 
dominantly Negro service or­ 
ganization which operates in 37 
states, will hold its national con­ 
vention here July 26-31. 
The organizaton was formed 
in Columbus 39 years ago by 
Nimrod Allen, who headed the 
Urban League there.

Ellis Notches 12fh Straight 
As Bucs Down Reds 5-2; 
Mets Bow to Montreal

delphia 5-2. St. Louis and San 
Diego were not scheduled. 
Asked if he anticipated being 
the NL starter next Tuesday 
against 
Oakland’s 
sensational 
Vida 
Blue, Ellis replied, 
“ I 
doubt if they’ll start a brother 
from the American League and 
a brother from the National. 
Besides,” he continued. “ Spar­ 
ky Anderson doesn’t like me.” 
Anderson, 
the 
Cincinnati 
manager who will pilot the NL 
All-Stars, was puzzled by that. 
“ I don’t know where he got 
that idea,” Anderson said. “ I 
have never spoken to him and 
he’s never spoken to me. As I 
understand it, he is supposed to 
pitch again Sunday. That would 
give him only one day’s rest for 
the All-Star Game. I realize the 
Pirates are in a division race 
and I would no more risk hurt­ 
ing Ellis than the man in the 
moon.’* 
Roberto Clemente of the Bucs 
tripled in the sixth inning—his 
2,800th career hit—and scored

In “ The Complete Book of 
Outdoor Cookery’’ by James 
Beard and the late Helen Ev­ 
ans Brown, there is an interest­ 
ing paragraph on flank steak: 
“ Flank steak is a much mis­ 
understood cut of meat, as most 
neople think it has to be braised 
to be good. Not at all. A broiled 
flank steak is unbelievably de-^ 
licious. It is known in good 
eating places as a London broil. 
The secret is to have a good 
grade of meat, cook it rare, and 
carve it deftly in very thin di-« 
agonal slices.” 
No more knowledgeable words 
have ever been written on the 
subject. We agree with them* 


wholeheartedly. 
To elaborate on the broiling 
technique, you can treat flank 
steak to a marinade and then 
cook the meat. That’s just what 
is done in the following recipe 
and we've never eaten a better 
flank steak.

Woman Minister 
Advises Teaching 
Religion In Home 


BRONX, N.Y. (AP) — “ The 
best way for parents to start 
teaching small children about 
religion is take down those cru­ 
cifixes from the nursery walls,” 
says a vivacious woman theolo­ 
gian. 
The 
suggestion 
may shock 
Christian parents who still live 
by the customs of their own 
younger days. But it is an ef­ 
fective way for modern parents 
to rebel against what Dr. Chris- 
tiane Brusselmans of Fordham 
University calls “ the way reli­ 
gion is inflicted on children to­ 
day.’’ 


Dr. 
Brusselmans 
regularly 
shocks her colleagues in religi­ 
ous education as well. Speaking 
in a disarminglv soft and vague­ 
ly European accent, she tells 
them: 
“ The home, rather than the 
church or schoolroom, 
is the 
primary school of religious in­ 
struction ¡or children. Parents 
who give up to others the oppor­ 
tunity to teach their children 
religion are losing some of the 
greatest pleasures of parent­ 
hood. They may do the children 
a great disservice as well.” 
Her objections to crucifixes 
arise from the same concerns. 
“ Children 
are 
psychologically 
unready to grasp, much of the 
deeper meaning of religious be­ 
lief,” she observes. “ They need 
first to learn religion in terms of 
simple and attractive ideas like 
hope and love and joy. Parents 
are ideally suited to introduce 
these ideas in their everyday a 
highly personal contacts with 
their own young ones.” 
A native of Belgium, the per- 
>etually cheerful catechist is cur­ 
rently carrying her message to 
parents over the country on lec­ 
ture tours to church conventions, 
college campuses and even local 
parish meetings. 
She recently wrote a book, “ A 
Parents’ Guide: Religion for Lit­ 
tle Children” , and has included 
iri it answers to the 76 questions 
children ask most 
frequently 
about God. death, heaven, hell, 
punishment, 
repentance 
an«! 
similar perplexities. 
SINCE SHE IS without chil­ 
dren of her own, she explains 
her interest in teaching religion 
♦o the young be recounting ex­ 
periences in Belgium with her 
38 nieces and nephews. “ I was 
still in my 20s and studying the­ 
ology at the Louvain,” she re­ 
calls, “ When 1 heard my bro­ 
thers and sisters complain about 
the inadequate religious instruc­ 
tion provided for their children. 
Although my own academic in­ 
terests had been more theoreti­ 
cal. I felt responsible to help 
and opened a Sunday school for 
the 38 children of the family. 
“ I made the parents promise 
to help me out. It was a matter 
of necessity, but a fortunate ac­ 
cident. The parents, not the 
teacher, proved to be the crucial 
factor in the school’s success 
and the children’s emjoyment of 
learning. I have since seen over 


and over again how important 
parents are in education, par­ 
ticularly in religious education.” ! 
SHE SOON DISCOVERED her 
awn calling with the children and 
switched her studies 
to cate- 
chetics. A fellowship to Catholic 
University in Washington, D.C., 
biought her to the United States ! 
for a doctorate in religious stud­ 
ies. Two earlier books for par­ 
ents that have sold 100,000 cop­ 
ies each in three languages es­ 
tablished her reputation. 
Her own happiest experience 
as teacher for her family's chil­ 
dren occurred one Easter, she 
said. “ I decided to do something 
sbout the gory presentations of; 
Good Friday the children had 
received. The young ones were 
even having bad dreams as a 
result. 
“ I asked the parents to re­ 
move the too-realistic crucifixes 
jrom the walls of the children's 
rooms. Then the parents helped 
ibeir children 
make replace­ 
ments from pieces of wood found 
m their back yards. The young­ 
sters did their best with sticks of 
different shapes and textures. 
They produced surprisingly cre­ 
ative images. 
“ Then the parents suggested 
ihe children show in some way 
that Jesus achieved victory over 
Heath 
Some 
nephews 
and 
niece? 
made banners with glorious col­ 
ors as backgrounds 
for their 
crosses. Others strung together! 
dried flowers to form crowns of 
victory to decorate them. Others 
fashioned wreaths from palm 
fronds. In this way, Dr. Brus- 
celmans explains, the cross be-1 
came for the children a sign of 
achieveing glory.

Edgar Smith Cases Raise Question 


Can Prison Rehabilitate a Murderer? 


B y TOM TTEDE 
RAMSEY, 
N.J.—(NEA) 
- 
Fourteen years ago, a dull, 
aimless young man named Ed­ 
gar Smith picked up a 15-year- 
old high school girl and took 
her for an automobile 
ride. 
Shortly after, police arrested the 
man for the girl’s murder. TJiey 
charged that he had driven her 
to a Ramsey sand pit, beat her, 
raped her, then killed her. A 
jury believed it. And Smith was 
found guilty, sentenced to death 
and sent to the New Jersey 
State Penitentiary to await elec­ 
trocution. 
Today Smith is 
still alive. 
Mostly, anyway. He lives in a 
7 x 10-foot concrete cell where, 
over the years, he has become 
not only the longest occupant 
of a death house in U.S. history, 
but an uncomfortable itch on 
America’s conscience. 
Smith, you see, maintains, elo­ 
quently maintains, he’s inno­ 
cent. He’s written *wo books 
and helped attorneys prepare 
countless briefs to prove it. 
How could he have raped 
that girl, he asks in one book, 
when a medical examination in­ 
dicated she died a virgin? And 
if that prosecution point is so 
weak, then, surely, what with 
reasonable doubt, etc., shouldn’t 
his case be reconsidered9 
MANY 
JUDGES 
over 
th* 
years have, in effect, agreed 
with the prisoner’s plea. And, 
most recently, a U.S. district 
court judge decided to do some­ 
thing about it: Rather than just 
stay Edgar Smith’s death sen­ 
tence again, he decided the con­ 
demned man was entitled to be 
free on bail and afterward eith­ 
er be tried or left alone. 
As it happens, Smith is still 
not free. The state of New Jer­ 
sey is fighting his release. And 
so are many New Jersey citi­ 
zens who shudder at the thought 
of letting a convicted murderer 
loose. Ramsey citizens are es­ 
pecially opposed to mercy for 
Smith. As one woman who knew 
the murdered girl says: “ They 
should throw away the key. He 
killed her and everybody knows 
it. J don’t care how many books 
he’s written, he killed her and 
he’s got to pay for doing that 
awful thing.’’ 
And so it is that Edgar Smith 
remains a prisoner, locked up, 
confined, isolated from decent 
folk, an example of how, as psy­ 
chologist - criminologist 
Dr. 
Karl Menninger says it: “ Much 
of the public clings to its yen 
for vengeance.” 
Society believes Smith is guil­ 
ty. Society believes guilty men 
should 
pay for their 
deeds. 
Threfore, society is insisting 
that prisoner Smith rot in jail 
for his. 
But the curious and most im­ 
portant aspect of the Edgar 
Smith controversy has nothing 
to do with his guilt or inno­ 
cence. 
Indeed, 
it’s 
doubtful, 
probably impossible, that his 
guilt or innocence will ever be 
truly known. Yet, so what? 
THE IMPORTANT THING, 
as some argue, is that Smith is 
a rehabilitated man — there­ 
fore, guilty or no, he should be 
returned to society. “ If prisons 
are to work, they can’t be just 
repositories for people waiting 
to die,” says one Midwestern 
warden. “ They must be places 
where useless men are confin­ 
ed only until they are useful. 
The idea of modern penology 
maintains that prisons should 
not be punishing chambers, but 
rather hospitals where men and 
women are sent to get well.” 
Not surprisingly, this modern 
penal idea is repugnant to many 
maybe most, people. In Ram­ 
sey, as illustration, the idea of 
coddling a murderer is alto­ 
gether out of the question: “ ff 
a guy robs a store and then 
gets out of jail, OK., that's one 
thing. But anybody who mur­ 
ders somebody is a nut and 
should be kept away.”

Most are not pro-1 CONSEQUENTLY, according 
fessional felons, but victims of 
sudden impulses. The FB I says 
family arguments account for 
fully one-fourth of all murders;

enforcement phenomenon as it 
is a social consequence. 
This isn’t to say the FB I be­ 
lieves a man who bumps off his 
wife is to be excused. But it 
does suggest the perpetrators 
are often rather ordinary peo­ 
ple. And so there may be some 


to enlightened penology, Edgar 
Smith should be given another 
chance, if he deserves it. And, 
judging from his records, he 
may deserve it. 
He is in no way the same 
lump of ignorance he was when 
the murder took place. In those 
days, then called “ Smitty,” he 
was a high school dropout and 
insensitive drifter. He had held 
eight jobs in five years, none 
for more than nine months at a 
stretch. Since then, his personal

Richley said Tuesday one or 
more of hie department’s four 
sources of income will have to 
be increased to ease a depart­ 
mental financial crisis. 
“ It is my opinion that there 
is going to have to be more 
money generated,” he said of 
the financial bind. 
Richley said his department 
gets money from gasoline tax ­ 
es, license tag fees, drivers li­ 
cense fees and ax le mile tax es. 
Richley announced last Fri­ 
day deferral of $61.5 million in
